. Novelty & Inventive step - Claims 1-13 

The citations all disclose collapsible structural assemblies that have multiple members, multiple hinges 
connected to each member and a variety of collapsible and locking mechanisms. However, none disclose a 
structure with all the features of claims 1 or 1 1. The specific features of the central element being detachable and 
a hinge element being stabilised when attached to the central membej is not disclosed in the citations, nor would 
it be inferred or necessarily developed from any citation. 

Hence, claims 1-13 are novel and have an inventive step. 
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
